Campbell in announcing his discovery 
through the president of the univer- 
sity, that some variable stars reach 
their maximum or minimum brilliancy 
at different times, depending upon 
whether the observer is measuring 
their brightness by means of the red, 
orange and yellow rays, or by means 
of the plue and violet rays. 

“The problem of explaining this 
discrepancy calis strongly for solu- 
tion.

Steps have been taken to test the 
new law. Alfred Peterson has filed a 
writ of mandamus against the County 
Clerk, ordering the clerk to issue a 
license without the prescribed medi- 
eal certificate, and this writ will be 
carried to the Supreme Court for a 
test.

VIENNA (Austria) Jan. 7.—Aga- 
memnon Schliemann, who represents 
Larissa in the Greek Chamber of 
Deputies, was appointed todhy Greek 
Minister at Washington to succeed L.

Agameninon Schliemann, the newly- 
appointed Minister of Greece to the 
United States, is 33 years old. Twelve 
years ago, soon after his marriage, he 
spent a year in the United States. He 
speaks English almost as well as 
Greek and is famiilar with the prob- 
lems that confront his countrymen in 
America. He was educated in Ger- 
many and France and is a thorough 
cosmopolitan. His wife, the daughter 
of a Danish merchant, but a native of 
Athens, is considered one of the most 
beautiful women in Greece. She is a 
social leader and was prominent in the 
work organized by the women of 
Greece during the recent war in the 
Balkans. 

The new Minister is one of the 
younger Greeks chosen by Premier 
Venizelos for the regeneration of 
Greek politics. A large part of his 
wealth consists of lands in Thessaly. 
His father, Dr. Heinrich Schliemann, 
the great archaeologist, named him 
after the great Greek chieftain whose 
tomb he uncovered at Mycenae.

‘ADVISES MAYOR. 


SAYS CITY WOULD BE JUSTIFIED 
3 IN SUCH OUTLAY. 


The Mayor is a strong advocate of 
building a municipal dry dock at Los 
Angeles harbor. He believes it would 
be a financial asset and would en- 


Courage the expenditure of millions of 


doliars by capitalists in ship yards 
adjacent. The Mayor has put his 
arguments in the form of a com- 
Harbor Commis- 
sion, which he sent to that body yes- 


+ terday. In this he says: 


Coincident with the development of 


‘the harbor of San Pedro, I would re- 


‘spectfully suggest that your commis- 
sion give careful consideration to the 
Practicability and advisability of 


building a municipally owned and op- 


erated dry dock at the port of Los 


Angeles. 1 believe it would be a great 
maritime convenience and a financial 
asset to the city. It would, in my opin- 
fon, also encourage capitalists to 
in building 
adjacent thereto a ship yard where 
employment would be given to several 
hundred men. 

e are exceptionally well situated, 
both as to topography and _ climatic 
conditions. The 146 acres in the outer 
harbor owned by the city would be 
an ideal place in which to locate this 
dock. The dock itself would probably 
not occupy to exceed 1000 feet in 
length and 100 feet in width, thereby 
leaving ample space for any ship yard 
that might 
but a few miles from the direct line 
‘that ships will take in going to the 
Ortent after passing through the Pan- 
ama Canal.:The dry dock would be 
used not only by these vessels when 
in distress, but also by the coastwise 
ships that make a call at the port. 

There is no dry dock south of San 
Francisco, except Craig's, at Long 
Beach, and that is not adequate to 
meet the demand that is sure to fol- 
low the opening of the canal. 

With this dry dock completed Los 
Angeles would have the distinction 
of being the only port on the Pacific 
Coast where disabled ships could be 
repaired without leaving the ocean. 
At San Francisco ships are compelled 
to pass through the Golden Gate up 
the bay—sometimes a hazardous trip 
for a crippled ship. 

Dry docks, in addition to being 
weed for the repair of vessels, are a 
great convenience in the painting of 
these ships below the. water mark. 
Fhips are painted for their preserva- 
tion at every convenient opportunity, 


‘and in this regard Los Angeles harbor 


is peculiarly well adapted to this pur- 
pose because of its long dry season. 
The building of this dock itself 
would insure employment to consider- 
able skilled labor, and the dock could 
inexpensive excavating 


_ Shipping interests the world over 
pay largely for protection of this dry 
dock character. I believe that the 
steamship companies would 3

Robert Young, her 
counsel, asking H. S. B. Aldrich, of 
Oakland, Stone’s attorney, to accom- 
pany him, rushed up to Judge Conley 
and stated that Mrs. Stone demanded 
protection from her husband. She was 
afraid he would shoot her.

“I would not judge him a man to 
refuse you anything when he had the 
means, said the court. 

J had enough to eat, if that's what 
you mean,” exclaimed Mrs. Stone. An 
eloquent gesture told plainly she was 
done with him. The case will go on 
today. 

Cruelty, failure to provide, isolation 
at mining camps where often she was 
the .only woman, three ordinary 
dresses during their married life of 
thirteen years, were the allegations 
of her complaint. 4 

Stone was married in this city 
March 3, 1900, at the age of 32. His 
wife was 20. She alleges that they 
had no home except with his parents 
at Oakland, where no arrangement 
had been made for board. She said 
she was in the position of an uninvit- 
ed guest. Periodically for eleven 
= she visited her parents in this 
city. 

From December, 1901, to Novem- 
ber, 1902, their home was a camp in 
Tuolumne county. She was the only 
woman at the camp. From October, 
1903, to October, 1904, they lived at 
Murphy's camp, in Calaveras county. 
Stone was prospecting, and the camp 
life evidently did not appeal to his 
wife, who had been gently nurtured. 
She says he dreamed visionary mining 
projects. 

Finally Mrs. Stone accepted em- 
ployment as a nurse at a medical 
clinic, Oakland. Then, in 1908, she 
entered a business college to fit here. 
self to earn a living. From Septem- 
ber. 1900, to May, 1901, she camped 
with her husband in Placer county, 
forty miles from a railroad station 
and six miles from a postoffice. Only 
one other woman was in camp. 

Stone, according to H. S. B. Ald- 
rich of Oakland. his counsel, has 
cleaned up $40,000 during his . 
ried life. The Lucy Norfolk mine. 
which he is superintendent, prom 
n fortune. Stone. it ts said, could 
his interest for $56,000.

Meredith. for themselves and other 
stockholders, ask the appointment pf 
a receiver for the El Dora O Com- 
pany and an order setting aside all 
transactions and acts of the directors 
since February 16, 1912, when a con- 
tract was entered into between the 
corporation and J. I. Campbell, 
Henry M. Jackson and John Shrader 
for the sale of oil produced from ay 
operated by the corporation; also to 
declare void and cancel a. trusten’s 
deed of $35,000, and chattel mort- 
gages.for the same amount. It is al- 


upon the stockholders. 

The contract covers oll sold fo 
Shrader at 25 cents a barrel. which 
was turned over to the General Pe- 
troleum Company at 39 cents a bar- 
rel. The plaintiffa seek an arcount- 
ine from Campbell, Jackson, Shrader 
and the Vallev Construction 
Company of the profits received fro 
the sale of ofl: the removal from - 
fice as directors of Shrader, E. 8. 
Good. Trustee Clark, D. W. Staten 
and Herman Friedman, and restrain- 
ing them from acting in a trust rela- 
tion to the corporation. J. W. Me- 
Grath is required to deliver poseessian 
of an oil lease and restrained from 
operating any claim in the possession 
of the corporation. 

Hunsaker & Britt, and George A. 
Whitaker, the latter of Bakersfield, 
represent the plaintiffs. Davis, Kem 
& Post. C. A. Barnhard and E. 1. Fos 
ter, are counsel for the defendants.

IS ATTORNEY INSANE? 

The inquiry into the sanity of I. X. 
Lynard, an attorney, brought about 
by the complaint lodged against him 
by William Freeman, also a lawyer, 
developed. a breezy hearing before 
Judge Hewitt and the bunacy Com- 
mission at the County Hospital yester- 
day It was necessary for Judge 
Hewitt to remind Freeman and At;

Lynard is all to have written 
Freeman several letters of an objec- 
tionable nature, having reference to 
money Lynard says Freeman owes 
him, for services, The text of the 
letters were such that Freeman laid 
them before the United States authori. 
ties. and the District Attorney. An- 
other round in the case will be fought 
out tomorrow.
